In . an effort to simplify, 
revamp and clarify the discipline 
code at Antioch Community High 
School, the board has approved a 
revised student handbook outlin- 
ing the new rules.

Group wants Antioch 
free of train whistles

Residents arc once again 
meeting in anger about the train 
whistle blowing in Antioch. 
Leading the group is attorney and 
property owner James Duggan. 

"We are definitely opposed to 
the horn blowing at the grade 
crossings," said Duggan. 

The group met with village of 
Antioch officials, Wisconsin Central 
Railroad officials, and a representa- 
tive from the Illinois Commerce 
Commission in January. However, 
very little was settled during the 
two-hour long meeting. 

The meeting was initiated 
after residents filed a petition 
requesting the Antioch Village 
Board to pass an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the blowing of train 
whistles in the evening. Ed 
Trcbcl, vice president of trans- 
portation for the railroad, was on 
hand to provide reasons for not 
developing an ordinance. 

"If you had to go to one these 
accidents," said Trebel, who 
became emotional after showing 
the group two video tapes of 
train-car accidents, \ . . stopping 
whistles is not the answer." 

From the Illinois Commerce 
Commission {ICQ, Bernie Morris 
told the group with the exception 
of two train crossings In Antioch,

Wisconsin Central has been 
excused from blowing the whis- 
tles. The crossings at Grimm Road 
and the unprotected crossing at 
Lake Shore are mandatory sites. 

While the railroad is excused 
from blowing the whlsde at the 
other sites, Wisconsin Central pol- 
icy is to toot their horns at all 
crossings. And, the question the 
Antioch Village Board faced was 
whether or not they have the juris- 
diction to stop the train whistles. 

"We cannot take care of it at 
the village level," said Mayor 
Marilyn Shineflug. "We Just 
don't see how legally we have the 
authority." 

Duggan believes there is a way 
to control the sometimes ear-shat- 
tering sounds in the middle of the 
night "We were told by the city 
(village), nothing can be done 
about this," Duggan explained. 
"We believe there is a remedy." 

When asked If a lawsuit is 
under consideration, Duggan 
said, "I can't tell you that" But, 
he added, "It is a possibility." 

Duggan is inviting the public 
to attend the meeting which will 
be held on Aug. 29 from 7 to 9 
p.m. in the Maplcthorpe Room 
(formerly the Moose Lodge).

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Sheriff offers back- 
to-school biking tips 



"As school resumes, children 
will again be riding their bicycle 
to and from school," Sheriff 
Clinton O. ■ Grlhnell of Lake 
County predicts. 

"All too often, children— like 
adults— become creatures of 
habit andoverlook simple safety 
precautions. I would like to ask all 
school children who ride their 
bicycles to remember a few safety 
rules: 

• Only one person belongs on 
your bike. Never let a second per- 
son ride with you. 

• Allow plenty of room for a 
safe stop. Never follow bikes or 
cars too closely. 

• Keep both hands on the han- 
dle bars for safe steering. 

• Always give proper signals. 
Keep a firm grip on the handle 
bars with your right hand and use 
your fleet arm and hand to signal 
turns and stops. Arm straight out 
is a left turn; arm bent up at the 

' elbow is a right turn; and arm 
bent down at the elbow is a stop. 



• Avoid riding your bike at 
night If you must ride at night, 
equip your bike with good a. 
headlight and rear reflectors. 
Wear light colored or reflective 
clothing so others can sec you 
easily. 

• Make sure you obey all traffic 
signs and signals. Stop com- 
pletely at stop signs and always 
look both ways before starting 
out again." 

Grinned explains that it's easy 
for children to get into a routine 
in traveling back and forth to 
school. However, he stresses that 
children should remind them- 
selves — and be reminded by their 
parents — that practicing safety 
every day can save them from 
serious injury, 

"Remember that a bicyclist is 
like a motorist," Grinnell con- 
cludes. "He must be skilled like 
an automobile driver in handling 
his vehicle and should always be 
cautious when traveling the 
roads."

Confessed sex offender 
may get extra charges

An alleged Grayslake sex 
offender is still behind bars as 
Grayslake police continue an 
investigation into his contacts 
with youths from his Round Lake 
Beach church. Joseph P., 

Escalora. 51 . Is bclnRhelAonono 
countofugyruvmcUcrlmlnal sex- 
ual abuse to a minor after con- 
fessing to sexually abusing a 10- 
ycar-old Round Lake boy over a 
10-week period. 

Escalera, who served prison 
time for a 1988 conviction on 
three counts of criminal sexual 
abuse in Mount Prospect, was a 
former Sunday School teacher at 
the church. Escalera used his 36- 
ycar-old roommate, who is dcvcl- 
opmcntally disabled, to attract 

l young boys. Because of the 
roommate's emotional and men- 
tal maturity, he relates well to 
young children. 

Feeling comfortable with the 
two men, several parents allowed 
their children into Escalera's 
Neville Dr. apartment for an 
occasional sleep over. In con- 
junction with the Lake County 
Children's Advocacy Center in 
Waukegan, Grayslake Detective 

. Doug Hess is conducting inter- 
views with other boys who have 



been in Escalera's apartment. 
Hess said the parents in question 
arc being extremely compliant in 
the investigation. , 

"We're getting cooperation all 
over the place," Hess said. 

Hess is also awaiting the 
results of a psychological profile 

condiictcil on tt»» .roommnta, 

''who has^nof been charged as an 
accessory, m fact, Hess said the 
man may very well be a victim as 
well. ; 

"He feels betrayed. He saw 
the cycle beginning to repeat 
itself but thought that Escalera 
had changed," Hess reported. 

Escalera, who has been in 
Grayslake approximately two 
years, was a roommate of the 
same individual in Mount 
Prospect before being convicted 
for sexually abusing young boys. 
Hess said Escalera lured the chil- 
dren into his apartment in a sim- 
ilar manner. 

Hess said Escalera's Grayslake 
neighbors, when questioned, 
ranged from reactions of disbelief 
to outright defensiveness. Hess 
.was belligerently accused in sev- 
eral cases of having the wrong 
suspect He confirmed this reac- 
tion is typical because sex offend- 
ers commonly exude highly per- 
sonable qualities.

I will fight to block any efforts to delay the 
effective date of the capital gains tax cut The 
House-approved capital gains tax — now before 
the Senate— would cut. capital gains taxes and 
index gains for inflation, effective retroactively to 
the beginning of this year. There is good reason 
to be optimistic that this tax reduction legislation 
will be signed into law by the President before 
the year is out. We must, however, maintain the 
retroactive date. Efforts can be expected to be 
made to postpone the effective date to when the 
bill passes Congress. There are those who want to 
push the date back until 1996. But investors 
might delay trades if there is concern over a 
future effective date and this could disrupt the 
market. 

1 expect a House-Senate conference commit- 
tee to be the scene of the next battle in our strug- 
gle to eliminate the National Endowment for the 
Arts (NEA). I hope to win that fight, too. 

Last month, the House approved legislation 
we strongly supported which calls for putting an 
end to funding of the NEA effective Sept. 30, 
1997. It marked the success of a drive which wc 
first began back in 1990 when we introduced an 
amendment to put the NEA out of business. We 
only gathered the support of 63 colleagues in 
1990, but a majority of House members joined us 
this time around. 

As we march down the road to putting an end 
to the NEA, we are able to report that, the vote 
last month also chopped $72 million from the 
$171 million the Clinton Administration sought 
for the agency. The NEA has spent $2.5 billion in 
the past 15 years — taxpayer dollars that should 
never have been spent. The Founding Fathers in 
1787 at the Constitutional Convention in 
Philadelphia voted against using tax dollars for

Burke feels even the legal memo- 
randa written by Village Attorney 
Ken Clark is consistent with the 
school board's position. 

The question now remains 

exactly what vsAU the village 

trustee's do. On one hand, the 
zoning board has made known 
its strong feelings about the plan. 
However, the village may not . 
have a legal leg to stand on if the 
petition is denied. 

Trustees will have to look long 
. and hard at the petition. If the 
board upholds planning and zon- 
ings determination, the village 
may be looking at a lawsuit from 
District 34.

Geo-Karis bills aid adopted persons 
and clarifies role of county boards 

Legislation aiding adopted persons and a bill changing the votes 
needed by a county board regarding zoning ordinances, both spon- 
sored in the Senate by State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion), were 
signed into law by Gov. Jim Edgar. 

House Bill 119, sponsored in the House of Representatives by Rep. 
Bill Black (R-Danville), abolishes the need for adopted individuals to 
H receive a court order to change their name. Under current law, people 
who have been adopted need a court order to change their name. 
Those who have not been adopted simply fill out a form and pay a 
small fee. 

"There is no logical reason for someone who is adopted to have a 
■ harder time changing their name than someone who is not adopted," 
said Geo-Karis. 

House Bill 934, sponsored in the House by Rep. Kevin Hanrahan (R- 
Northbrook), allows map amendments to zoning ordinances which 
are proposed to correct errors to be passed by a simple majority of the 
county board. Currently, such changes require a three-fourths majori- 
ty. The bill also amends the definition of a "public record" to Include 
"electronic material. 

"This legislation, will increase the effectiveness of county boards 
across the state," said Geo-Karis. 

"Also, with the wide-spread use of computers in the public realm, 
we needed to specify in legislation that electronic records are also pub- 
lic," she added. "Computers can greatly cut down on the amount of 
• paper used In filing public records, but that should not make those 
records any more difficult for the public to obtain."

A quarter of a century later, 
Both is still with the Vikings but is 
league president of the county's 
most respected junior football 
program. 

The Antioch Vikings organiza- 
tion is quietly celebrating its sil- 
ver anniversary this year, 1975 to 
1995. 

"They (past presidents and 
coaches) built a ground base to 
stand on, and I'm not about to let 
it fall," Roth said. "I want it to get 
better." 

Roth returned to the Vikings 
nine years ago as coach at various 
levels, and he has seen it grow 
and succeed. In the last five years, 
for example, the heavy weight 
division has won four champi- 
onships, and the light weights 
have been crowned champs, the 
last two years. The light weights 
also carry a 21 -game winning 
streak Into this season. 

He credits dedicated coaches 
for recent successes. 

"There is a lot of dedication by 
coaches who put a lot of time into 
the Vikings program," Roth said. 
"We're trying to get more fathers 
involved who have coaching or 
football experience." 

This year, a new football 
league, the Lake Villa Township 
Timbcrwotvcs, will be kicking off 
their inaugural season. Despite 



the formation of the new league 
in nearby Lake Villa, Roth has no 
fears of It bringing down the 
Vikings program. 

He pointed to one telling sta- 
tistic to prove his point 
Registration is at its highest this 
year, with 275 kids compared to 
last year's 172 kids. 

. *T/Ve welcome everybody to 
play," Roth stressed. "I'll go out 
and buy a uniform myself Jaoforo^ 
I'll tell a kid he can't play." 

• In addition, the Vikings initi- . 
ated a new flag football program 
for 5- to 8-year-olds. Roth said 
the flag football program serves 
two purposes: 1.) It serves as a 
confidence builder for parents. 
2.) It offers young players the 
chance to begin learning the fun- 
damentals of football before 
putting on pads. 

"One of my strategics was to 
get the parents watching these 
little guys play," Roth said. 
"These little guys are great and 
have more discipline than. the 
older kids." 

The Vikings will also be intro- 
ducing a new scholarship pro- 
gram this year.
